3. (Original) The bicycle of claim 1 farther comprising a fork yoke passing through the 

head tube and having an internal passageway wherein the handlebar stem is received 
and supported ih the head tube by being received and supported in the fork yoke, the 
internal passageway of the handlebar stem op^jTs into the internal passageway of the 
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fork yoke and the Control cable passes through the passageways of both the handlebar 
stem and the fork yoke. 

4. (Original) The bicyde of claim 3 further comprising a collar for connecting the 
handlebar stem td the fork yoke without closlng^he Internal passageways of the 
handlebar stem or fork yoke. 

5. (Original) Thebicycle of claim 1 wherein the interna! passageway of the handlebar 
stem extends from the head tube to a point fon^/ard of where the handlebar Is secured 

to the handlebar stem and the handlebar is secured to the handlebar stem without

closing the internal passageway of the handlebar stem. 

6- (Original) The bicycle of claim 1 wherein the hsindlebar stem has a first end received 
and supported inithe head tube and a'second end and the handlebar stem is bent such 
that the second end points fonftrard at an angle greater than 45 degrees from the first 
end. 

7. (Original) The bicycle of claim 6 wherein the internal passageway of the handlebar 
stem extends thrpugh the bent portloA of the handlebar stem.

8. (Original) The bicyde of claim 1 having a connection between the handlebar and the 
handlebar stem that pemnits the handlebar to be secured to the handleb.ar stem In a 
range of positions along the length of the handlebar stem.
